97% Of Andover

‘Pay Their Dues’ 


Andover’s taxpayers retained their 
consistently remarkable record of 
meeting the deadline on one of those lit- 
tle necessities of life - - payment of tax- 
es. 
Tax Collector Myron H. Muise 
reported after the Monday deadline for 
payment of taxes that $5,275,000, or 
about 97 per cent of the commitment for 
the first half of the year had been paid. 

Taxes are now paid in two in- 
stallments, due in October and May, with 


failure to pay the first installment by 
Nov. 1, resulting in interest being at- 
tached to the bill retroactive to Oct. 1. 

The total commitment for the town for 
fiscal 1975-76 is $11,700,000. 

Muise noted that Andover is par- 
ticularly noteworthy in its maintaining 
their tax payment record. 

Annually, the record shows that the 
commitment is met by 97 to 98 per cent 


of the taxpayers by the deadline, he 
noted. 
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Traditional Program 
To Open In September 


A traditional school program will be offered in the Andover 
school system in September, but no pilot program preceding 
such implementation, a fully committed school committee 
decided Tuesday night. 

While some members were sympathetic to the appeal of 
colleague George F’. Olesen, to have a pilot program initiated 
in at least two classrooms in January, ultimately the majori- 
ty felt the time factor involved in implementing a ‘‘show- 
case’’ program, was insufficient. 

The action followed an informational meeting held Monday 
night at which parents and school administrators discussed 
the traditional system in response to a survey taken earlier 
this year to determine desires for a traditional program. 

Tuesday night, Chariman Frank Griggs of the school com- 
mittee, asked the board to make a statement of commitment 
on the traditional program, in order to permit further discus- 


sion of such a program. Robert B. McIntyre made the motion 


and it was unanimously passed. 


Olesen added that a pilot 
program be offered in the se- 


cond semester this year, a full 
program for grades K through 6

Screening 
Clinic Set 


fhe Andover Board of Health 
in conjunction with the State 
Childhood Lead Prevention 
Program is initiating a lead 
screening clinic, to begin Nov. 12 
at 10 a.m. and subsequently 
every two weeks. 

This free prevention program 
is for children between the ages 
of one through six years. The 
aims of the clinic are to screen as 
many children as possible, to 
determine those children who are 
actually lead poisoned, those who 
have elevated levels and need 
following, and those who have 
normal blood lead counts. 

Andover’s lead problem is not 
as great a problem as an urban 
center such as Lawrence. 
However, this does not indicate 
that Andover has no lead poison- 
ed children. It is difficult to con- 
vey the sadness and anguish of 
parents whose children have lead 
poisoning, but it is more difficult 
to justify lead poisoning in 
children when the means of early 
detection are readily available. 

What authorities are asking 
from community groups and 
each individual parent is to take 
advantage of the free facilities 
offered by the Andover Board of 
Health. Lead poisoning is a dis- 
ease in which symptoms occur 
only when it is too late.

Kremlin -- are struggling for the 
upper hand. 

In the wake of Generalissimo 
Franco's death, they predict, 
Spain will witness even a 
bloodier stuggle between com- 
munism and the forces of democ- 
racy. And the intelligence 
analysts are appalled over re- 
cent polls in Italy which show a 
Communist leader to be the most 
popular politician in the country. 

CIA experts are fully aware 
that the Russians are already 
working to take advantage of the 
turbulence. The Kremlin 
believes the world is ripe for 
revolution. There is open talk in 
Moscow, according to in- 
telligence reports, about the 
possibility of defeating capital- 


ism. 
Mikhail Suslov, the number 
two man in the Politburo, is 


working diligently to strengthen . 


the Kremlin's ties with com- 
munist parties in other nations. 

Both Washington and Moscow, 
in short, are still pushing 
peaceful co-existence. But the in- 
telligence community is quietly 
advising U.S. leaders that de- 
tente doesn’t mean they should 
relax their vigil against com- 
munism.

Another Spain: Two years 
ago, the American intelligence 
community cooperated with 
right-wing military officers in 
Chile to depose the Marxist 
President Salvador Allende. 
Now, according to our in- 
telligence sources, they are 
beginning to wonder what kind 
of monster they have created. 

The Chilean junta has turned 
out to be one of the most 
repressive governments in the 
world. They outlawed Com- 
munists and Socialists and now, 
according to intelligence re- 
ports, have begun to turn on the 
moderates. Thousands of people 
have been arrested, beaten and 
tortured for their political 
beliefs. Slowly but surely, Chile's 
supporters around the world 
have dwindled away. The 
United States, however, con- 
tinues to back the junta, and this 
has some US. intelligence ex- 
perts deeply worried. 

There is little chance, they 
believe, that Chilean strongman 
Augusto Pinochet will surrender 


their children’s so-called 
goodies. 


My brother lives in a city 
which banned trick or treat a few 
years ago.

or just to celebrate a birth- 
day, a promotion or an an- 
niversary. 

Such restaurants are 
becoming more popular 
each year according to the 
most recent NRA survey. 
Currently they rate third in 
popularity and all in- 
dications are that they will 
gain in the years to come. 

Choosing restaurants is a 
personal thing and there are 
many and varied reasons, 
but the most important fac- 
tor is quality. 

The cost of a meal also 
enters into the habit of 
eating out. According to the 
NRA survey, the average 
amount spent on breakfast 
at restaurants is $1.81 per 
person; $2.31 for an average 
lunch; $3.75 for average 
dinner and 88 cents for 
between meal snacks. 

The 45 to 54 age group eat 
out more frequently and 
they spend the most money . 

. an average of $17.41 a 
week. The lowest expen- 
diture was among the under- 
25 age group, averaging 


$12.62 a week. Families in 
the 55 and over age group 
spent $14.68 weekly. 

These are averages for the 
nation; some areas perhaps 
have higher percentages. 
And this section of the coun- 
try, with an international 
reputation for good food, no 
doubt has a higher percen- 
tage than many areas. Right 
now, dining out has grown to 
the extent that restaurants 
purchase about 20 percent of 
the country’s food products, 
In addition, the foodservice 
industry employs 4.7 percent 
of the nation’s work force, 
the largest number of any 
retail sector, according to 
the National Restaurant 
Assn. 

In fact, an NRA official 
said recently that ‘‘the 
foodservice industry is one 
of the bright spots in the 
nation’s economic: picture. 
Dining out is a significant 
part of the life-style of this 
great country, and the 
restaurant industry makes a 
major contribution to our 
nation’s economy.

Some Thoughts As The 
Winter Approaches 


A sudden glance at the calendar reveals it’s 
November already, a time for producing such classic 
sayings as ‘“‘where did the year go,”’ etc. 

And, as the fuel saving weather causes us to wonder 


‘what excuse the oil dealers will dream up around 


February to increase prices, thus making up for autumn 
profit drops, we wonder about some other things to 


cause us to comment thus: 


On Going Public: Isn’t it amazing that public 
employees and administration insist on and receive 
privacy during contract negotiations. Then when things 
go bad for one side, particularly the employees, the 
public is informed through attention getting tactics, 
such as demonstrations, marches and oratory. 

As this is written plans were in the wind for a major 
rally and march to the Tuesday night school committee 
meeting to protest what they feel is a breakdown in 
negotiations on a new contract. 

The media may be at fault, to a degree, for allowing 
the negotiation process to go on unnoticed and even per- 
mitting such actions behind closed doors. Collective 
bargaining, to a certain degree is allowed behind closed 
doors, through the present provisions of the 
Massachusetts Open Meeting Law. 

If, we must share some of the guilt, then we shall, but 
we remain alarmed at the usual suddenness with which 
employee groups suddenly spurt forth their demands 
for public consumption and no doubt, an appeal to tax- 
payer sympathies. 

In the case of the teacher problems, it may be dif- 
ficult to suddenly comprehend all of the figures being 
offered within the negotiation process. 

Our understanding of the offer made by the ad- 
ministration, is that the professional staff has been 
presented with a percentage increase which is over and 
above the increases due personnel on the various 
tracks. 

The teachers feel this to be inequitable. 


somewhat disenchanted with some school committee 
members, tactics or past decisions which are not a part 
of any negotiating process. We would much prefer the 
professional staff reserve their opinions to the elective 
process and not include them in negotiating procedures. 

We will give the teachers credit for maintaining 
somewhat of a professional approach to the problem, by 
remaining on the job and sticking purely to past con- 
tract stipulations, rather than resorting to walkouts, as 
has been the case in other communities. 


On Burglary: The continued wave of house breaks 
in Andover remains alarming and disturbing. 

Last summer an alerted citizenry aided im- 
measurably in curbing the work of professional 
burglars in Andover by reporting suspicious activity to 
the police department. 

At the time, there still was some burglarious activity, 
but not on the large scale which had resulted in several 
thousands of dollars in personal losses. 

But after a time, the alert wore off, with the result 
that losses in Andover now approach the $200,000 mark 
for the year with yet another two months to go. 

As police officials will assert, the problem never goes 
away, it just lies low for a while sometimes. 

Thus, it is imperative that an alert citizenry remain 
an Andover attribute, with the ever present thought that 
in reporting some suspicious activity in your 
neighborhood, you just might be protecting your own 
property as well as that of your neighbors. 


On Payment of Taxes: Andover retains an 
enviable record this week of having its citizens paying 
their ‘dues’? for municipal operations on time. 

With the deadline for payment of real estate taxes on 
Monday, Tax Collector Myron H. Muise reports that 
about 97 per cent of the town’s residents made the 
deadline. 

The collector is proud to note that the 97 or 98 per cent 
complete payment figure is about standard for Andover 
at the end of each tax due period.

:Viewpoint: 


Andover A Microcosm

is offered by an observer considered to be not 
particularly aligned to specific educational 
philosophies.

If you look at it from one side, the Regan case 
appears to be just another boil on the ailing body of 
education, but looked at from another vantage point 
it could seem to be an arrogant and naked abuse of 
power. If you are Sammy Citizen or Terry Tax- 
payer, it might well appear to bea baffling political 
ballet dance more appropriate to the Boston scene 
than to Andover. But from whatever point you view 
it, no matter who you are, and regardless of your 
political or educational philosophy, or lack of it, you 
sense that the Regan case is not the real issue, and 
you are right. It is the culmination of a tightly 
related series of events which began in 1971 with 
the election of Frank Griggs to the school comm- 
mittee. 
From that point on the 
players in the person of 
school committee 
members, administration 
people, and other elected 
town officials enter right 
and exit left in their brief 
supportive roles sparkling 
momentarily center stage, 
while the real drama is 


played out off-stage by forces difficult to define, 
impossible to label, and maybe, at this point, im- 
possible to control. These forces are sometimes 
identified as ‘‘liberal,’’ ‘‘oonservative,’”’ 
“traditional,” ‘‘progressive,”’ . ‘‘enlightened,’’ 
‘“reactionary,’’ but the names are misleading. 
There is a similarity here to European politics 
where the social democrats are neither socialists 


nor democrats. Some of our ‘“‘liberals’’ show con- 
servative and reactionary characteristics, while 
many of our conservatives are frequently “‘liberal’’ 
and ‘’progressive’’ in posture. 

In this series of articles I will try to illuminate 
some of the murky corners in the frequently 
strange ‘‘house that education built.’ Our scope 
will not be limited to Andover, nor will the view be 
constricted to the local political scene, nor the 
Regan case, nor education in Andover particularly. 

Andover is the nation in microcosm. To say that 
public education at all levels in the United States is 
in trouble is to give the problem a light touch. The 
roots go deep and they have to do with the 
American view of the future, the role of education, 
in the upbringing of the child, the relative impor- 
tance of ‘‘society’’ and ‘‘the family,”’ ‘humanism’”’ 
and ‘‘technology,’’ ‘‘public’? versus ~ ‘‘private”’ 
education, and the responsiveness of the 
educational establishment to the electorate. These 
are the real issues which generate the cross 
currents which are roiling the local and national 
educational waters. 

In the next few weeks we shall be looking at such 
controversial matters as collective bargaining, 
tenure, salary scales and fringe benefits, teacher 
residency, school committee role in the public 
school system, fiscal autonomy for school com- 
mittees, the role of the administration in the school 
system, the responsiveness of the administration to 
the community, and many other problems which 
now divide, but could unite the community in the 
task of educating our young. : 

Any arm of the government which uses 50 per 
cent of the taxpayer dollar, occupies the attention 
of 600 or so professional and supporting personnel, 
consumes a disproportionate amount of debating 
time at town meeting, and probably actively in- 
volves 50 per cent of the townspeople is sure to 
arouse high feelings. There are other elements 
which work to lower the boiling point of the com- 
munity on the subject of schools. In addition to the 
sensitive pocketbook area both involved and non- 
involved citizens are hit with a rolling barrage of 

‘‘pros’’ and ‘‘cons’’ respecting the merit of public 


school systems. Two typical viewpoints - ‘‘we don’t 
spend enough on our schools” - or at the other pole - 
‘‘we are spending too much on our schools for what 
we get out of them.” Turmoil and dissent are the 
chief occupational hazards of the educator - and 
perhaps of parents as well. 

We expect schools to be all things to all people - 
parent surrogate, baby sitter, day care center, dis- 
ciplinarian, counsellor to uneasy youth, spiritual 
guide, punitive agency, character builder, and all 
this apart from the purely educational role. 
Opinions are sharply divided on this function, as 
well. Should we provide vocational training, or 
training as a ‘generalist,’ or ‘‘specialist,”’ 
“humanist” or ‘‘good citizen.’’ Should we train for 
college, for work, professional career. Do we want 
to turn out ‘‘good’’ people, ‘‘bright’’ people, money 
makers, high achievers, copers, or happy people? 
Clearly there are outer limits to what a public 
school system can provide, and it may well be that 
our expectations far outrun the possible, and that 
public education as we know it in America is doom- 
ed, and it may not be a question of “‘if’’ but “how 
soon.”’ 

Most of our hopes for our young are built on the 
American system of public education, and to con- 
sider that system as no longer an appropriate foun- 
dation requires much agonizing. This is not to 
suggest junking the establishment, but rather to 
suggest a consideration of alternative approaches. 
If the system of public education, nation wide, is 
not working, and there is some evidence, then the 
time to start considering alternatives is now. 
Public education in America may be unique, but 
that does not mean it is the best. 

If all this seems far from the Regan case it is not, 
really. The Regan case embodies all the things 
which divide but might unite us. When we grapple 
endlessly with shadowy minsubstantial problems 
we tend to grasp frantically the first concrete 
dilemma within reach, Such is the Regan case. 
Clearly inthe outer orbit of educational space but 
unquestionably concrete. We shall be looking at 
that case and how it bears on education in Andover 
and in the nation.

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Alan R. Blackmer 


Retired Faculty Dean 
At Academy Succumbs 


Alan Rogers Blackmer, 72, 
retired Dean of the Faculty and 
twice acting headmaster of 
Phillips Academy, Andover, and 
a consultant to the National 
Association of Independent 
Schools, died Nov. 1 of cancer at 
his home in New London, N.H. A 
service was held Wednesday, 
Nov. 5 at 11 a.m. in Cochran 
Chapel. 

A leading figure in American 
secondary education, Blackmer 
was a founder of the Advanced 
Placement in schools and 
colleges. Born December 26, 
1902, in Oak Park, Illinois, he was 
graduated from Williams 
College, Phi Beta Kappa, in 1924; 
the University of Chicago, M.A. 
1925, and attended the University 
of Paris (Sorbonne) 1927-1928. 
Joining the Andover faculty in 
1925, he was an English teacher 
and innovative administrator 
there for 43 years until his retire- 
ment in 1968. 

Blackmer was principal author 
of General Education in School 
and College (Harvard University 
Press, 1953); a university - 
school committee which studied 
the transition of strong students 
from school to college, and 
resulted in the Advanced Place- 
ment Program now in effect in 
American schools and colleges. 
He was given an L.H.D. degree 
by Williams College in 1956 and 
was cited at a National Educa- 
tion Conference in 1965 for out- 
standing service to secondary 
education in the United States. 

At Andover he became Head of 
the English Department (1941- 
1944), Director of Studies (1925- 
1956), Dean of the Faculty from 
1956 until his retirement in 1968 
and served as Acting Head- 
master in 1961 and 1966 during 
the late John M. Kemper’s leaves

of absence. Known as a pioneer- 
ing administrator, Blackmer in- 
itiated the Andover Evening 
Study Program, to which An- 
dover teachers have donated 
their services since 1936; and 
helped found Andover’s Summer 
Session in 1942. Deeply interested 
in teacher training, in 1956 he 
founded Andover’s Teaching 
Fellowship Program which an- 
nually brings several young 
teachers to the campus for one- 
year appointments to teach, and 
to receive teacher training. But 
most Andover alumni who knew 
Mr. Blackmer as students 
remember him as a gifted 
English teacher. 

A former student, who went on 
to become a member of the U.S. 
Diplomatic Service, wrote 
recently of Alan Blackmer’s 
eleventh grade English course: 
“Tf I had to give up my entire 
college education, I am not sure 
that I would have sacrificed as 
much intellectual development 
as if I had failed to have that 
course experience.”’ 

On leaves of absence from An- 
dover, Dean Blackmer was con- 
sultant to the Pittsburgh, Pa. 
school system in 1960-1961; a 
summer consultant in 1965 in 
programs for disadvantaged high 
school students in several large 
universities; and consultant in 
1966 to help implement Upward 
Bound programs in colleges and 
universities. He was called back 
to Andover in 1971-1972 to act as 
Executive Secretary of the 
(Trustee) Committee to Select a 
New Headmaster, which 
selected Theodore Sizer as An- 
dover’s 12th headmaster. 

Mr. Blackmer was. closely 
associated with the N.A.I.S. after 
his retirement, in studies of in- 
dependent schools, and at his 
death was director of a study of 
off-campus education in secon- 
dary schools. 

Mr. Blackmer is survived by 
his wife, Josephine Bedford 
Blackmer, four children:

“If we are faced with adverse 
criticism at every turn, then we 
face considerable difficulty.

After some discussion from 
the audience on the merits of

Griggs consistently refused 
to reveal the number of parents 
who had responded in favor of a 
traditional program for their 
youngsters. He did, however, 
indicate that West Elementary 
had been chosen because a 
‘“‘predominance’’ of interested 
parents were in that district, 
and that the fifth and sixth 
grades had been chosen for the 
same reason. 

Westcott said the administra- 
tion hoped that a pilot would 
displace as few pupils as possi- 
ble, and that at West, two 
special education classes could 
be accommodated elsewhere in 
the buildsing, making their 
rooms available. 

Westcott said that any full 
program would also be set up in 
one building, to insure con- 
sistency of program, most 
economic use of materials and 
the like. 

While pupils who didn’t opt 
for traditional would not be 
transferred out of their 
buildings during the pilot, the 
possibility would become a cer- 
tainty next fall. 

At that time, Westcott said, 
they would hope that displaced 
classes would stay together, 
perhaps with their same 
teacher, but at a different loca- 
tion. 

Parents who choose & 
traditional pilot will be ex- 
pected to provide transporta- 
tion for their youngsters, but 
bus routes would probably be 
set up for a full program next 
fall. 

Westcott admitted there will 
be disruption in the school 
system. ‘‘The hope is.”’ he said, 
‘“‘there will be as little as 
possible.”’ 

Westcott said they would ask 
for volunteer teachers for the 
traditional classroom, and that 
the teachers would advise 
parents on whether or not they 
felt a traditional program was 
appropriate for their child. 

However, Westcott said, 
‘‘parental preference will 
prevail.” 

He defined a traditional 
classroom as one with four 
walls, approximately 20 by 30 
feet, with blackboard space, 
reading corner, resource 
centers, and 20 to 25 
heterogeneously: grouped 
pupils. 

If more parents opt for the 
program than there are spaces, 
he said a random selection 
would probably occur, though 
Griggs emphasized that the 
screening process has not yet 
been refined. 

Westcott said a typical day

might begin with a youngster 
arriving at 8:30, busying 
himself with homework or pro- 
jects until opening exercises, 
which would be followed by a 
handwriting lesson ‘‘to get 
things off to a good start.’’ Then 
would come an hour of reading 
in three ability groups, recess, 
a grammar lesson, math, lunch 
and spelling. 

On Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday, there might be social 
studies from 12 to 2 and science 
from 2 to 2:45, while on Tues- 
day that same time might be 
used for music and phys ed and 
on Thursday, art and library 
skills. 

There would be teacher - 
planning time after school, 
along with special help for 
those who wanted it or who 
were asked to stay. 

Westcott emphasized that 
this was a ‘‘typical’’ daily 
scnedule, and that the system 
was not locked into it per se. 

He concluded with the com- 
ment that a traditional 
classroom is curriculum - 
centered, while an open 
classroom is more pupil - 
centered, and that a traditional 
classroom is ‘‘You will, rather 
than let’s do.”’ 

Mrs. Ethel Howard, a leader 
of The Alliance of Citizens for 
the Traditional School, then in- 
troduced the first in a series of 
Alliance speakers, Allen Fitz- 
patrick. 

He said the interested 
parents had been ‘‘waiting for 
many years’’ for a traditional 
program. ‘‘This does not 
suggest an inadequacy of the 
existing system,”’ he said, ‘‘but 
that a variety of needs exists.” 

He called for a cooperative 
effort, and presented a five- 
page ‘‘Parent’s Guide to the 
Traditional School.’’ The 
descriptive material, prepared 
by the Alliance, names Mrs. 
Ethel Howard, 16 Bowdoin 
Road, as a source for further in- 
formation. 

Fitzpatrick then stepped 
aside for Ralph Wilbur, who 
called the traditional system, 
such as was in use 30 years ago, 
‘no panaces.’”’ But it did, he 
said, do a ‘‘creditable’’ job, 
bringing most children to a 
respectable proficiency and 
educating most of today’s 


leaders. 


Basic skills are not the one 
and only element in the 
traditional classroom, he went 
on, also citing textbooks and 
letter grades and adding that 
some people think discipline is 
the most important part. 

The teacher is of paramount 
importance as a leader, not just 
as a diagnostician, he said, ser- 
ving second to parents as a 
‘‘model”’ for youngsters.

If the closed, more restric- 
tive atmosphere causes frustra- 
tion in a youngster, he said, 
“that is also part of the lear- 
ning process.” 

“The basic school is a place 
of work,’’ he added, ‘‘not play. 

Mrs. Elaine Morello called 
for a ‘trimmed down”’ text that 
would serve as a guide for 
lesson plans and free the 
teacher ‘‘from deciding for 
herself what should be taught.” 
She also said the text was a tool 
for parental involvement, via 
homework. 


Albert Hawkes then added 
that traditionalists ‘‘must ex- 
pect to be labeled old fashioned 
and reactionary,” and cited 
“seare tactics’? of those op- 
posed to that method, and 
“crude attempts to stir up 
emotions.”’ 

He was interrupted by Griggs 
who, at the outset of the 
meeting, had called for ‘‘very 
tight ground rules’’ and promis- 
ed to use his gavel. 

“What’s your point?’’ Griggs 
asked, and when Hawkes 
replied that ‘‘we want to have

(6) Leach Bed, Ammeration and Trench Detail: Horizontal 
and Vertical - one-half inch to one foot minimum.

dialogue,’ added, ‘‘I can hear 
that point, but don’t stir up the 
troubled waters.”’

‘When you play a percentage 
game, there’s a winner and a 
loser. That would be more 
divisive, not healing. I don’t 
want to pour any gas on the 
fire.”’ 

Griggs said the committee 
was essentially looking for a 
narrow range of alternative 
methods of education, and in 
answer to another audience 
question, Committeeman 
George Olesen said it was very 
unlikely that the school com- 
mittee would go only one way in 
the future. 

‘‘We’re trying to satisfy more 
parents and more children,”’

out Tuesday night to march in 
front of Stowe School, where 
the school committee was to 
meet.

Association, promised support 
of the state organization and 
said they were ‘100 per cent”’ 
behind the local group.

and still another said 
‘Teachers have to eat too.’’ 

“We are going to continue 
this action and escalate this ac- 
tion,’”’ Ms. Leahy said yester- 
day, “‘until we get a fair con- 
tract.” 

The AEA charged last week 
that the school committee had 
only offered a 3 per cent pay 
hike for this year, while the 
school committee said it was 
willing to go along with the six 
per cent recommended by the 
mediator. The teachers walked 
out of the final mediation ses- 
sion. 

Both groups have now agreed 
to go to fact-finding, and it 

‘ appeared that such a fact-finder 
might be named by the end of 
this week. 

An official school committee 
statement last week said that 
the 6 per cent hike would give 
teachers some 10.4 per cent 
overall, counting regular track 
and scale increases and in- 
service training. 

The teachers, however, said 
that other systems don’t count 
those in salary increase figures. 

They have been working 
without a contract since the 
beginning of the school year, 
and have also been having a 


‘Jimited”’ job action since then, 
adhering only to the letter of 
last year’s contract. They have 
been arriving at school the 
minimum required time before 
school in the morning, and stay 
the minimum after.
